_ Alexander on the other fide, (er his ſquire Batrel of 
Foormen, called the Phalanx, being the Macedons, Chict, 
eſt Force, In the fore Front Nicanor the Son of Parmeni 
was Captain of the Batrel on che right hand, and with 
him Cenos and Perdicas. Meleager, Ptolomeas and amintas,

The Macedon and Theſ ilian 
Horſemen being appointed tothe rizht hand Barrel, and 
the'Horſemen of P ./«poneſus to the Batrel on the other 
fide ; Before which Bartel, there were aiſo Ct Stlin- 
gers with Archers intermingled , and. the Eretians that 
wer? lightly Arm=d, advanced þ. fore the min Bartel, 
The Band of Agrians that were lately come our of Greece, 
were aflizned ro Encounter with thole rhat Darius had 
ſet ro take rhe Top of rhe Mountains .

how he razed to tne Ground the Noble Ciry of Theks 
He mide rehearſal! to them of the Batte! won at the Ri 
ver of Granick, and of allthe Ciries thar he kad taken 
or that had been yielded to him, with rhe Country 
rhey had paſſed rhrough, and now ſubjeted by the M;

behind. Alexander that day performed not only the 
part of a Captain, bur adventured himſelf as faragany

been before his time. He entertained the two Queens 
with thoſe Virgins that were of excellent Beautie , f 
reverently as 1f they had been his Sifters, Ee not only 
abftained from violation of Darizs's Wife, which it 
Beautie excelled all the Women of her time, bur alf 
- took great Care and Diligence, that no body elſe ſhoull 
offer any difhonour to her, and toa}l the Women ht 
Commanded their Ornaments , Apparel and Jewels ti 
be reftored, ſo that they wanted nothing of rhe Magni 
ficence of their farmer Eſtate , ſaving only the aſſure 
Confidence that Creatures want in Miſery. FM 

Which Trearment conſidered by Siſygambis , ſhe fait 
tothe King, Sir, Your goodneſs towards us does deſe 
that we ſhould make the ſame Prayer for yon that 
did ſometime for Darizs; and we perceive-you mory 
to ſurpaſs ſ6 great a King, as he was in Felicity an 
good Fortune, who ſoabound in Juſtice and Clemen. 
cie. You youckſafe to call me by the Name of Moth 
and Queen, but Iconfeſs my ſelf to be your handmaid 
For I both conceive the greatneſs of my paſt Fortune, 
and feel that I'can bear the preſent ſervitude : It lis 
only in your hands how we ſhall be dealt withall, and 
whether you w1ll make us the Objes of your Clemencit 
or Cruelty ; the King comforted them all he might, and 
willing them to be of good Chear , took Darius's Son it 
-his Arms, at which the Ghild was nothing affraid, having 
never ſeen him befere, but took and Embraced him about 
'the Neek. He-was ſo moved with the conftancie of the 
Child, that he beheld Epbeſtion, and ſaid Oh ! rhar D 
- -yiys had ſome part of this gentle Diſpoſition, 

Then deparring from their Tent, he cauſed three Altars 
to be made upon the Bank of the River Prawns, and 
there ſacrificed ro Fupiter, Hercules and Minerva , and ( 


went forwards into Siria: He ſent Parmenio before int; 
Damiaſens, where Darius'sTreaſure did remain, who urider 
fianding by the way that Darins had ſent one of his Nc 
bles thither, fearing that for the ſinallneſs of his own N n 
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{Mber; the Inhabirants of Damaſcus would keep him our « 
he determined to ſend for a greater Power , bur by 
chance one Mardus fell into the hands of the Horſemen 
that Parmenio had ſent before te ſcour the Country , 
who being brought before Parmenio, delivered him the 
Letters thar the Captain of Damaſcus had ſent to Alez- 
ander, and beſides heir Concents adAqed of himſelf, that 
hedoubted not,bur all Darizs's Riches and his Treaſure 
would'be delivered ro him at his Arrival. Parmenio gave 
the charge ro certain of hisMen to ſecure his perſon,and 
then opened the Lerters, whereinit was contained , that 
Alexander 1a 211 hafte ,ſhould ſend one of his Captains 
thicher with a ſmall Power : Which underfianding, he 
ſent Mardus back azain to Damaſcus, with a ſmall Guard 
to accympany him ; but he eſcaped out of ther hands 
and came ro Damaſcus before day- lighr. This Accident 
troubled Parmenio, greatly doubting that his Enemies 
had laid an Ambuſcado for him; and therefore he' durſt 
nor adventere in any unknown way without a Guide, 
Notwithſtanding, upon rhe confidence he had inthe Fe- 
licity of his Prince, 2 rgok ſome Peaſants of the Coun+ | 
try to condu& him in' the way ; who rhe fourth day 
brought him to the Ciry of Damaſcus The Governour 
whereof, donbcing that Cr2dence ſhould not be given to 
his Lerrer,. precende4 ro miſtruft the firength of the 
Town, and having by treak of day, cauſed Darins's 
Treaſure ( which the Perſians call Gaza ) with the reſt of 
all his pretious:chings to be brought forth of ths Town, - 
he made Countenance as it he inrendyj4 to fli: ; bur in 
reality under char appearance to befray the Spoil of ſos 
much Treaſure'tothe Enew1e., Ther: were many thon- * 
fands of Women and Men that followed, a deplorable 
$1ghr to allchar ſaw rhem, excepting ro him , to whoſe 
Fidelity they were commited, for him to ingratiate , 
himſelf ro the Enemie, and obtain the greater reward 
for his Treachery, purpaled co deliver into his hands , 
a Prey more pretious than all the ret, which was ſuch 
of his Nobility as he had in tis Cuttody, with the 
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' Wives and Children of the great Men'that bare Rule ur 
der Darius ; and beſides the Embafladours of the Cin 
of Greece, whom Darius had lefrc in his Treacheroy 
hands as-1n a Fortreſs, to his thinking, of moſt ſecuriM*.- 
ty. The Perſians call thoſe ( Gargabe ) thar carry Buri. 
thens upon their Shoulders ; And theſe having the car 
rizge of things of moſt value , whenrhey cou!d nor en; 
cure the Cold for the Froſt and Sino that ſuddenly fell 
they pur upon them the Rubes of Gold and Purple 
which they-carried rogether with the Mony , chere be. 
Ing no Man to hincer rem, , For the adverſity of Daris 
emholdned even baſe ſorr bf Men to uſe a wretched Li- 
berry, Thoſe kid of Men Cecmed ro Parmenio at the, 
. frſt ight robe no faz2ll Ariny , and therefore wei zhed 
1:3; the mitter lightly, bur give Exhortation ro thoſe 
tha: were with him, as though they hould have givenMWe, 
him Bartel, and: ordered them to pur their Spurs toi 
their Horſes and give the Charge. Which being per. 

- ceived by them that bare Burthens, they fl2d4 away for 
fear, and fo did ce Men of War that were' with them, 

' by ſuch ways as rhey beft knzw. The Governour of 
Damaſcus counterfeiting ſuch fear as others feared indeed, 
was the cauſe of all this confafon, The Riches of Dari- 
#5 were left unguarded, and lay ſcattered abroad over 
ail the Fields, with the Mony that was prepared for the 
pay of fo infinite a Number of Souldiers, as alſo the Ap- 
parel of ſo many great Menand Noble Women , with 
Vefle1s and Bridles of Gold ,' Pavilions adorned with 
Regal meet nn Waggons all deſerted full off 
infinite Riches ; a thing even ſorrowful to behoſt to the 


very Spoilers. themſelves, if avarice can be ſ:n{ible of 
Compaſſion. Was it not a your thing ro behold the 


Riches thar hid been heaped in fo great a Number of 
. Years, Whileft the Srate of the Perſians ſtood in thar in. 
credible heighr of Fortune, one part chereof ro be torn 
with Buſhes, and another pare ſunk and trod into the 
Mire ; being ſo grezr beſides, thar the hands of the 
Spoilerscould not ſutlice for the Spa1l, When the Horſe. 

| men 
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nen hed overtaken them that fled, firft they found di- 
rers Women carrying their ſmall Children, amongſt 
hom there were four Virgins, rhe Daughters of occhus- 
the Predeceſlour of Darias, who before had ſuffici- 
nily ſuffered vader the change of Forture, when rhe 
Srate waSaltered from their Fachers Line : But this ad- 
erlity was much More grievous to them. There was 
in that Number the Wife of occhus, the Daughter df 0z* 
tres that wis Darwrs's Brother, and the Wife of Artaba- 
ſys, who was the chief houſe of Perſia, with his Son called 
lioneus. The Wife and the Son of Pharnabaſus were allo 
"Waken, to whom Darius had Committed the Charge of 
"Wall the Sea Coaſts, and with them the three Daughters 
ff Mentor, the Wife and Son of the Noble Captain Mem- | 
non. 
There was ſcarcely any houſe cf the Nobility of Per- 
{a that bore not a ſhare in this days fatality, There was 
alſo both Lacedemons and Atheniais, that contrary to the 
League berween Alexander and them took Darius's part, 
$' Ariftogeton, Dropides and Zleutherius, Athenians of 
hizheft deſcent and fame ; And of rhe Lacedemenians, the 
biefeſt were Perfppus and Onemaſtorides, with Omais land 
alicrabides. The Sum of the Coined Mony then taken , 
aS'two thouſand and fixry Taltents, beſides thirty 
houſand Men and ſeven thouſand Reafts that carried 
MEncchens upon their Backs: Burt the Gods did perſecute. 
with due pniihment the betrayer of ſuch a Treaſure, for 
dne whom he had made privy to che matter, pitrying 
therein the Eſtate of his Prince, flew the Traytor ant 
Drought his Head to Darius, 4 comfart not unſeaſonable, 
lor thereby he was both revenged of his Enemie, and 
perceived that the Memory toMajefty was not yer whol-

_ In the mean Seaſon Amintas, who heretofore fled from 
Alezander to Darius, «nd now eſcaped in the lat, Battel 
came to Tripolis with four thouſand Greeks, where he 
embarqued and : Sailed to Cyprus, thinking that in the 
ſenrStare of the World, every one mighr enjoy what 
he could ger. and pofleſs it as his own Inheritance, 
His deſign was to, go into Egypt, intending thereto be, 
come an Enemie both to Darius and Alezandey, and to 
comply with every change according as time ſhould 
ſerve; to bring therefore his Souldiers to think well of 
| his Enterpriſe, he declared how Sabaces Governour of 
Egypt was flain in the Batrel, and rhat che Perfians left 
there inGarriſen were bur a ſmall Number of little force, 
and without any Head, he ſhewed how the Fgyptian; 
uſed to rebel againſt their Governours, wherefore they 
were (ure to be received as Friends. For Necefſlity 
( quoth he ) has enforced us ro try qur new Fortune 
here, for fince our firſt hope has been fruftrated, we 
have here a fairer proſpeR of advantage.and ſucceſs, to 
repair our paſt misfortunes, _ They all agreed with one 
Voice that he ſhould lead them where he pieaſed, where. 
upon to ſpur them on whilft they were high with hopes, 
he conveyed them to Egypt, and entred rhe Haven at 
Pelufium, under prerence that he had been ſent thither 
by Darins. 'When he had gor Frags he fer forwards 
towards Memphis, at the Fame of whoſe coming, the 
Egyptians being a Iighr Nation, and more apt to raiſe a 
Coil chan to maintain ir. when ir was once began , ran 
ro him our of all their Towns and Villages, with al ins 
cent to deftroy all rhe Perfrans, who notwithſtanding rhe

"Yet he ſo litre efteemed his Enemies thar he doubred 
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eſeiged Memphis , andhis 
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ived his Men under a great confternatlon from 
their late overthrow, yet when he ſaw his Enemies ſcat. 
tered abroad, and without Order being lulled into ſe- 
carity, and tranſported with the pride of their late 
Viftory, he atlength perſwaded his Men to iflue our 
of the City, and in ſetring upon their Enemies-to_reco- 
yer again what was loſt, This Advice was no leſswife 
and prudent, than its Event was fortunate : For follow- 
ing his Council, rhey ſlew at that time both 4mintas and 
al} his Companions, This puniſhraent he ſuffered for 


faithſul to Alezander whom he forſook, nor to Darius to 
whom hefled. Darias's Captains who eſcaped from the 
Bavrel of I/um, gathering. together ſuch Men as were 
ſcattered abroad, and ſuch power beſide as they could 
levy in Cappadocia and Paphlagonia, did attempr to re- 
cover again the Country of Lydia. Antigonus was Go- 
yernour for Alexander there, who notwithſtanding he had 
taken raany Souldiers out ofthe Garriſon of Alexander , 


not tro adventure the Batrel, The Perfians there recel- 
ved the like fortune they did in other places, and at- 
tempting the Fighr in three ſeveral Countrys, werevan- 
quiſh'd1n them all. 

Ar the ſame time the Navy of the Macedons which 4l- 
exander had ſent for our of Greece, meeting Ariftomines , 
( whom Darius had appoinred t6Þ make War upon the 
Coaſt of Helleſpont ) fought and rook,or ſunk all his Ships, 
Pharnabaſus Commander of another Fleer of Darius, ha+ 
yingin- his Kings Name, exatted Mony of rhe Miſenians, 
and put a Garriſon in Sys, paſſed into the Ile of An- 
dos with a hundred Ships, and from thence he failed ro 
Siphaus, and putting Men of War into all the Iflands ex. 
&ed of them Mony. The greatneſs of the War thax 
was in hand berween two of the moſt puiſſant Princeg 
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of 4fiz and Europe in no leſs hopes than heing Maſters of 
the Univerſe, drew both Greece and Creet to Arms, Agis 
the King of Lacedemen, gathered together eight thou. 
ſand Gree/s,thar were come home our of C7/jicia, and mg. 
ved War againſt Antipatey that was Governour of Maceds. 
nia, the Greciam, following ſometimes one part, and 
ſometime another; received one while a Garriſon of Mi. 
cedons, and another while of Lacedemonians amongft them, 
Bur thofe Wars were of no great importance,for all mens 
Eyes were fixed upon the Wars-between Alexander and 
Dares, as the great Deriſion of all the inferiour Quar. 
rYels of th! World. 
7 'The Macedons had ſabdued all Syria , and Phenice, Tyre 
only exceped, which being the greareſt and moft famous 
Ciry of all that Country ,  ſhewed that they eftee. 
med themſelves rather worthy to join with 4lexander as 
Friends, than ro become his Subjefs: For when he was 
come near them and'Encamped on the main Land, to 
which is diyided from their City with a ſmallArm of the 

Sea ; they ſent to him by their Embaſſadours a Crown of 
Gold for a Preſent, \with great plenty belide of Viftuals 
for his Army. He received their Gifts ,as from his 
Friends, and gave curteous anſwers to their Embafſa- 
dours, and told rhem he was defirous to make Sacrifice 
to Hercules, whom the Tyrians ſpecially worſhiped, and the 
MacedoxKings affirm themſelves to be deſcended of him, 
being admoniſhed { as he ſaid ) by an Oracle. The 
Embaſſadours anſwered, that there was a Temple of 
Hercules without their Ciry, which the; called Polaetiron , 
where he mighr'do Sacrifice ar his pleaſure, Ar thoſe 
words 4lezander could not refrain from anger, to which 
he was wuch ſubjeR. "ALES

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When the Embaſſadours were diſmiſed-with this an- 
ſwer, ſuch as were near abont the King, perſwaded 
them that they ſhould not exc]ude him, whom all Syria 
and Phenicia had received: Bur they had entertained 
ſuch a confidence, for that their Ciry ood in the+ Sea , 
being divided eighty Furlongs from che main* Laud , 
that they abſolutely decermined to ftand the Serge. 

That Sea of theirs is much ſubje& ro the South-Weft 
Wind, which at every Srorm made th waves bear ſo 
high againſt the Sbore, that it would not (uffer the Ma- 
cedonsro make any wors for the uniting of the main 
Lind th the City, ir being ſcarce poſſible to work any 
thing there when the waters was moſt Calm. The fir 
work that the Macedons began , was preſently thrown 
down with the vehemency of the Seas that were driven 
by the V Vind,nor could they make any Fort ſo ſtrong 
within the Sea, but chat it was waſhed away and brought 
down by beating of the VVaves, and when the. VVind 
blew violently the Seas would overflow the work , for 
by reaſon that the V Valls were environed about with a 
deep Sea. they could raiſe no Engine to ſhoot but a far * 
off out of the Ships ; nor was there any Ground abour_ 
the City whereupon Ladders might have been reared a+ 
gainft che V Valls, or approach made to them by Land. 
Alexander had no Ships, and if he had any, and had de- 
figned to bring them to the V Valls, yet by reaſon of the 
unftableneſs of the water, they might with Shot eaſily 
haye'been kept off, Bur amongſt many other things, ' 
the Tyrians were wonderfully encouraged by the coming 
of the Embaſſadours ſent from Carthage to celebrate a 
yearly Sacrifice ; for, the Thrians. being the Builders of 


Carthage, where ever ſince that time, had inveneration of 


them as their Parents and and firft Founders, Theſe 
Embafſidours extorted them in any wiſe to continue the 
Seige, and promiſed them MHortly , and which thing 
theyalledged might eafiely and ſoon be done , for ſo 
much as ar thar time, all the Seas were full of Cartbagi- 


nan Ships: Upon this Encouragement they ——— ” | 
. abide 
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abide the extremity, and placed their Engines upon the 
Towers and Walls, dividing the management of them u 
monegft the Youth of the Ciry. The Arrificers, where 
the City had grear plenty , were divided inte work 
houſes, to make all things as were neceffary for th 
Wars : There were deviſed certain Inftruments where. 


with they might pull downthe works that their Ene 


. mies had made, called Harpagons, and alſo Crows of Ii 


ren named Coryj, with all other things that might bein 
vented for the defence of the Ciry ; bat a ftrange thing 
15 rep orted,that when the Iron was put in theForge and 
blown in the Fire,the ſame was ſeen to be full of freak 
of Blood ; which wonder the, Tyriexs interpreted as4 
. token of good Fortunerewards themſelves, and as a p 

nification of DeftruRtion towards their” Enemie. A like 
wonder was ſeen among the Macedons 5 for when a Soul. 
dier was breaking of his Bread, he obſerved drops « 
Blood to fall from it , whereat Alezender. being afty 
mihe, Ariftender the moft cunning of all the Divinen, 
made anfwer, if the Blood had appeared outwardly, 
rhen 1t had fignified Evil Fortune to the Macedons , bur n 
as much as it was found within, it þetokened deſtruQia 
| of the Ciry chey deſigned ro beſeige. 

Alecander &enſidering his Navy to be far from him, 
and that a longSeige ſhould be an impediment te his « 
ther affairs, font Officers ef Arms inrco the City to Pet 
{wade them to peace, whom the 7jriansagaintt the Lay 
of Nations Killed, and threw them over their Walls int) 
the Sea. Their unjuft Death ftirred Alexander ſo mueh 
that he then utterly derermined to go forward with the 
Seige, but before he could make his approach, it was 6 
neceſſity for him ro makea Pecr,or Land work, wheteb 
they might paſs from the main Land to the City, bur u 
the making thereof, his Souldiers had conceived -an vt 
ter diſpair ofaccomp!ithing ir, conſidering the deepnel 
of theSea which they ſaw not poſſible to be filled, ſcarce 
ly by any Divine Power, for they thought no Stones { 
great ,nor Trees ſo high,nor any Country able to ſupp! 
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Materials ſufficient for Building of a Bank in ſuch a 
place ; conſidering the Sea remained always troubled , 
and the narrower the place was berween the City and. 
the Land, ſo much the greater was the violenee of the 
Waters : But Alezander who had the Policy ro allure his 
Souldiers to what effe& be pleaſed, declared that Herca- 
les appeared to him in his Sleep, and gave him his hand, 


1 proftering him te be his Captain and his Guide for his 


eptrance into the City, thereunto he added the Killing of 
hisEmbaſſadours,whereby they had violared and broken 
the Law that all Nations obſerved,and that there rema1- 
ned bur one City that ftaid bis Victory, whereupon he 
divided his work among his Captains , commanding 
them each to ever look his own Band, and to encourage 
and ſpur on all helps and hands to expedite the work. 
There were great plenty of Stones at hand of the. Ru- 
Ans of the old City where Tyre ftood b:fore ; and for 
making of Boats and Towers, Timber was brought from 
Mount Libanus. The work did riſe from the bottom of 
the Sea like a Mountain,but it was not yet brought to the 
high-water Mark, and the further the Peer was brought 
from the Land to the Seaward, ſo much ſooner the Sea 
did ſwallow up theMaterials whereof thePeer was made, 
Whilft the Matedons was thus about their work, the 7hri- 
ans would come about them in ſmall Vefflels, and give 
them words of reproach and ſcorn, as they were now 
become goodly Men of War, that would be made Pio- 
8 ers, or like ſo many labouring Beafts., carry Burthens 
WJ upon their Backs, and they asked them if they thought 
Alezander to be'greater than Neptune. But their reproach . _ 
did net hinder, but increaſe the chearfulneſs of the Soul-- . 
diers in their Pain and Travel, inſomuch that the work 


nn a fhort ſpace ſurmounted above the Water , and in- 


creafing much in breadth, appreached near to the City.

to their own q-fence. ForReme1ly whereof to and avoi 
their Enemies Shot, they were compelled ro firetch gy 
Bexft Skins upon Poles tike Sails, and ſer thoſe berwe 
them andrher Enemies, and betides, at the head of th 


Peer, they raiſed up two Towers , from whence wiilf 5” 


Shor and cafting of Darts, they kept of the Boats tha 
. came about them.On the other ſide, the Tyrians would lan 
Men with rheir Boats far our of the fight of the Camp, 
and Kill ſuch as were carrying of Stones. The Peaſany 
of Arabia, alſo did ſer upon certain of the Macedons tha 
were [catrered abroad in Mount Ltbanas, where they fl 
near 30 andtook almot as. many Priſoners. That wy 
one cauſe whict*moved A{exander to divide his'Army, 
and Jeafthe might ſeem to remain idle , by employin; 
his whole time in the Seige of one Ciry , he appoinrel

he had in hanJ, and marched himfelf in perſon ir 

to Arabia, with a ſele& Bedy of his Forces, In the mea 
S2afon, the Tyrians prepared a great Sbip Laden wit 
S-on2s and Gravel behind, fo that the fore part floatel 
above the Water, which Ship annoinred over with Pitch 
and Brimſtone, they brought ſuddiinly by $41] ing and 
_ forceof Oars to the Peer; and there remaining ,the Mar 
riners ſer the Ship on Fire, and leapranto the Boat 
which atrended ro receive them. The Ship thus ſet on 4 
Flame, fo fired the wood work of the Peer, thar befor 
any oppoſition could be made, the Fire had raken tht 
Towers and all the vpper works of the Peer, Whe 
rhey who leapt into the Boats, faw the Projet take ſud 
Effe&, they put betrwixt the Timber and other void pl, 
ces, both Fire-Brands and all ſuch things as might g| 
and nouriſhmentr,increaſe to the Fire,fo _ the TowW-: 


and all the reft being in aFlame,many of rheMacedons pt

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iſhe in the Fire, and the reft forſcok their Arms, and 
hrew themſelves 1nto theSea. TheTyrians that were more 
defirons ro take them ailve, then to Kill them with Staves 
FW:nd Stones, did fo bear them on the Hands as they were 
Swiming, tha t for wearineſs they were glad co be taken 
vp into. their Bozts, The Tover> were not conſumed 
with Fire oniy ; for 1t chanced aiſo the ſame day, a 
terrible Wind to riſe, which blowing from the Sea, 
brought the Waves with ſuch violence upon the Peer, 
that with ofren bearing of the Seas, the Joynts thar 
knit tke work togerher began to looſe,and ro leave their 
hold; Then the Warer that waſhed through, broke 
down the whole Work in the midſt , ſo that rhe heaps 
of Stones which were before ſuſtained by rhe Timber 
and Earth caſt betwixt them, being broke a (under , 
the whale Work fell into Ruin, ard were carried away 
into the Deep. 


By that time, Alezander was returned out of 4rabia ,

yer afed 1n things that fall our unhapplly ) one laid the 
fault upon another,when' indeed the vio.ence of the Sea

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As the Matedons were bulily employed in advancing! 
this work, ſ@ the Tyrians were as diligent in all invents;

Proceedings; the chief praQice was for a great Numbelſan 

of them to enter into the Sea Coafts a far off, out of tw 
Macedons fight, and ſo come diving under Water till rhey 
come to the Peer, where with ' Hooks they would pull 
the Branches of the Trees which __ out of thei 

Stones, andthe other ſaubRtance followed after in the 
Deep, forthe Trees being diſcharged of their Burthen 
were eaſily drawn away, and thentheFoundation failing, 
the whole work thar ftaid upon rhe Trees fell ts ruin, 
Among theſe impediments, A/ezendey ftood in great per- 
plexiry of Mind, doubting whether he ſhould continy 
or raiſe the Seige. When he was inthis imagination, 
ſaddainly his Navy arrived to Cyprus, and Cleander alfh 
with his Souldiers which he had brought out of” Greece, 
and leaving to the Number of 1$o Ships, he divided 
them into two Squadrons; whereof ke committed the 
one to Pithagoras, the King of Cyprus, and to Craterus, ant 
rook charge of the other himſelf, commirting his owt 
perſon to a Gally called Cinfuereme,. which had five 64 
on « fade. The Tyrians durft not adventure the Sea- fight, 
although they hada great Navy, but et all their Galley 
in Front before rhe Walls ef the City, _ the King af- 
ſailed andpur to, diſtreſs, The next day the Macedon 
with theirShips invironed the City round about,and beat 
down the Walls with their Engines and battering Rams:

By that rime the Battering Rams having thrown down 
the Walls, the Navy was got within Haven, and cerrain 
of the Macedons had won rhe Enemies Tower.

Ir was to be doubted ( he (aid )- tefk 
he exalred himſelf rhrough ſome vain afﬀettian, like as 
Birds uſe ro do, whoſe natural lightneſs doth convey 
them to the Srars : For there was nothing more difficule 
than 1n ſuch young years, rabear well che heighe and - 
greatneſs of Fortune. He wiſh'd' him alſo ts cenfider 
thar there remained yer many Countrys that he-had. nox 
touched, 'and that he ſhonld not meer him always in the 
Streighrs, having to paſs the River of Enphrates, Tygre, 
Arazes, and Nydaſpes, which were as Bull-werks unto his 
Dominion, and when he ſhould come to-encer the Plains , 
he would be aſhamed of his ſmall numher, He pur hin 
m remembrance how long ir ſhould be ere he cold paſs 
Media, Hircania, Baftria,ant the Indiansthat were bordered 
on. the Ocean Sea, and likewiſe the Sogdians:and Archoſians 
of wham Men have no other knowlede than of their 
Names only ; with other Nations lying towards Mount + 
Caucaſus and the River of Tanais* and although no Man 
thould withſtand him or give him Bartel, yer he ſhould 
grow in Age ( he fad ) before he could paſs fo many 
Lands, In the conclution he advifed him not. to call him 
forward roo haftily, for he ſhould come ſoon enough for 
his deftrugion, 
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Alezender made anſwer to thoſe Letters by the Meſſy 
gers. that brought them to this effet.

" before fled from the Batrle, came to meet him ina moſt 
fupphant manner, and committing his Children into his 
hands, he ytelded-himſclf, and rendred up the Ciry : His 
coming was very grateful to the King, conſidering how dif- 
ficult an undertaking the Siege of fo ſtrong a Ciry muſt 
have been, had ir held out againſt him 3 and beſides, Ms 
Zeus was a man both Famous and Valiant, and much con- 
mended:for his Atchievements in the laſt Bartle ;- and that 
he conceived, his leading Example, would be a-means to 
bring others to..the ſame Submiſſion.

ConduR, came to him our of Ci/icia, . being five hundred, 
Foot -men, and a thouſand Horfe-men.. - 
When he had by this means increaſed” his: Power, he 
determined to purſue Darius, who was came. to Echatang, 
the head City of Medza, which City is now: in the Poſleſſ- 
on of the Parthians, and deſigned from thence to hare 
mms into Ba#ria; but fearing tq be prevented by the 
peed which his Enemies made, he altered his purpoſe 
and his Journey.

weompaſs nar atrain ſo great Authority, The. Majeſty. 
ofa King is had: in great Veneration amongſt rhoſe Na- 
tions,, at whoſe Name only they aſſemble together ; and 
the Reverence uſed-ro them in their proſperity, ingages- 
hen to. pay the like obedience in adverſity : The great- 
neſs and. powtr of thoſe Countries. whereof Beſſus and Nav» 
harganes had the command, not being inferiour ro any. 0+ 
ther Nations in that part of the World, either in men, 
in furniture, or largeneſs of their Territory, gave a great 
- icouragement to their wicked diſpoſitions, and- perfidis 
ous deſigns - For they poſſeling the third ' parr. of Afi, 
were able ro- make as greata number ofmen as Darius be- 
fore had loſt. In confidence whereof they not only dif- 
piled Darius, but Alexander himſelf 3, purpoſing, when 
they were once become Lords of that Country, to revan- 
quiſh from thence again the power of the Empire, and 
maintain the Wars againſt rhe Macedons. | 
When they had long debated on theſe things, they de- 
termined to take Darius i the Baetrian Souldiers, that

The Night was nat in debares of this 
kind: And when it was day, Nabarzanes, with the Bt-

Antipater was not ignorant how the countenances of ſuch 
as congratulated his Victory, diftered much from the 1n- 
rents of rheir hearrs : bur defirous to finiſh the Wars that 
were begun, he perceived it neceflary for him to difſem- 
ble, and ſuffer himſelf to be deceived : And thoygh he re- 
Joyced much in the Fortune of the Battle, yer he feared 
che envy that might enſue, ir being a greater Victory than 
a Lieutenant was thought wcrthy ro win.

1og whereof, many wandred and loft their Company ih 
places they knew not, and: were thereby taken Priſe> 
ners, and amongſt them Bucephalus, Al-xanaer's Horks, 
whom he more highly valued than all the other Beaſts he 
cver had, for this Horſe would nor ſuffer any other manto 
back him : and wher the ' King would ride, he would 
kneel dowr! upcn his knees to receive him; fo: that he 
ſeemed to have the ſenſeto underſtand whom: he carried, 
Alexander was more ſorrowful and incenſed for the loſs df 
his Horſe, than was expedient for ſuch a cauſe : for ſeardy 
ing about to'get the Horſe again, he cauſed Proclamatmn 
to be made by an Interpreter, that excepr he were tt 
ſtored, he would not leave one of the Country-men alive. 
When they heard-this terrible chreatning, amongſt _

Thus was, Alexander delivered from great peril, not 
only of his ſafety, bur alſo of his life: For Parmeny 
and Philotas being of ſuch power, if they ' had nor opet- 
Iy been found culpable, could not have been condemn- 
ed withour the Refenrment and Murmur of the whale 
Army.

ſelf, albeit he had three years leiſure to deviſe his anſiver, 
yer ſtammering and trembling, could bring forth bur little 
of that which he purpoſed to ſay ; ard finally, both thy 


heart and his memory failed him : wherefore there wa 


none that doubted, bur that his fearfulne(s'was a rokenof 
a guilry Conſcience, and no default of memory : So that

thile he remainedWgn that expettation, ſuddenly the Gate 
opened, and the King (who in goodline(s of perſon ex- 
ledall the reſt_) came forth with his two Sons: He wore 
Garment of Gold and Purple impaied, that covered rhe 
of his Leg; che Sandals he did wear on his Feer were 
twith Precious Stones: All his Arms were garniſhed 
th-Pearls, and he had hanging at his cars two Precious 
mes, of an extraordinary bigneſs and brightneſs: he 
Win his Hand a Scepter of Gold. fer with Precjous Stones, 
led Beri!l7, which (after his falurion made) with hum- 
bmiſhon he delivered ro Alexander, yielding both him- 
f, his Children, and his Kingdom into his hands. 

There were in that Country notable Dogs for rhe hunt- 
pof wild Beaſts, bnt above all, moſt cager on the Lyon ; 
eKing therefore, to ſhew their force and quality ro A- 
wnder, put four of them to a great Lyon, who ſtraighr- 
y-took hold of him: Then one who was accuſtomed to 
dthar Offices rook one of thoſe Dogs by the Leg ro pluck 
n'off from the Lyon ; and becauſe he would not loſe his 
Id, he cut offhis Leg witha Sword : bur when the Dog 
ng nevertheleſs upon the Lyon, he was cur 1n ſun''er by 
«es, till ſuch time as he died, having his Teeth ſtill fa- 
ned in the Lyons fleſh ; ſuch an eagerneſs had Nature 
5ought in thoſe Creatures, as it 15recorded of rhe. In 
ecompiling of this Hiſtory, ſometimes T am inforced to 
fire chings that I can ſcarcely believe; for I neither dare 
Irm the things whereof I douvbr, nor conceal ſuch rhings' 
have received for truth. Alexander leaving thisKing 
his own Kingdon, came to the River of ydaſpic, and 
ere joyned with Epheſtzon, who had ſubdued the Coun- 
y thereabouts. One Phezetas was King of the nexc Na- 
Mm, who commanding his Subje&s to continue the Til-

roo Foormen, with twenty five thouſand Arms that were 
ought with filverand gold, which he diſtribured amongſt

ire he departed, he reconciled by Aitinity Porus and Tax- 
ils, betwixt whom there was a new diſcord riſen upon 
fir old hatred.

" During the rime he was about this buſineſs, he built two 
(ines, the one whereof he called Nzzeng and the other Bu- 
mhalon, naming the latter by the name of his Horſe that 
Ws dead. He pave order that his Elephants and Carriages 
ſhould paſs by Land, and he failed down the River, pro- 
reding every day abour forty turlongs, fo that he might.

There was never a mare chearful cry made of any Army 
before, than the Souldiers now-made to Alexander, who 
defired him to lead them wkereſoever he would, and make 
himſelf equal in glory to them whoſe Acts he did emulate, 
Alexander rejoycing 1n the willingneſs that appeared itrhis 
Souldiers, removed ſtraightways rowards his Encmics, who 
were the ſ{toureſt people of all the In8zans, They prepared' 
rhemſelves manfully for rhe Wars, and choſe for cheir 
Captain one of the Oxidracans, who was of an approved 
Manhood ; he incamping at the foot of a Mountain, made 
fires all abroad, to cauſe his numer to appear the greater, 
and went,abour in vn to terrific the Macedons when they , 
were at rat; by making of Alarms, with their cries and 
manner of howling. When the day appeared, Alexander 
having an afſured confidence to obtain rhe Victory, com-. 
manded the Souldiers to put on their Armour, and chear-' 
fully to fall in order of Batre]: Bur the Indians {whether 

- it were for fear.or by reaſon of ſome (edition riſen amongſt 
them) ſuddenly fled into the Deſarrt mane whou

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Hexander followed in vain, and notable to overtake them, 
wok their Carriage.

|  Andas ſoon as he had ſpoken the word, he cauſed them 
to rear up the Ladders : and whilſt other men boggled and 
ſtopt ar the danger, he mounted up the wall in his own 
8 perſon. The ſame was very narrow on the top, not divi- 
ded with loops, (as is commonly uſed) but incloſed with 
one whole and continual Battlement round about, which 
cauſed it to be the more hard to ſcale : Alexander there- 
fore having no convenient place to ſtand for his defence, 
Ntayed upon the wall, receiving upon his Target the Darts 
that were caſt at him fromall parts. His Souldiers could 
not get to him, they were ſo beaten from the walls by the 
ſhot that came from above : Yer at the laſt, when they

*His Friends cried to him to leap down to them, who ſto) 
4n readineſs to -recetve' him : But he giving go ear until * 
them, undertook an incredible enterpriſe, and ſuch aone WE 
as hath nor been heard of before, deſerving rather there, M* 
rr of raſhneſs, then of any fame that mighr redound* 
is glory 3 for with a deſperate leap he- caſt himſelf inty þ 
«the City that was full of his Enemies : For before he could 4 
recouer his feet agai, it was likely eicher he ſhould have 
 been- ſlain, or taken alive. Bur he by chance ſo conveyed 
his body, that he fell upon his feer, and fought wirh ſuch IM 
' as\came againſt him : Forrune ſo provided, that he could ih 
not be encloſed about, by reaſon of an old Tree, which 
as it had been of purpoſe ſtood near the Wall, whoſe tl * 
broad boughs being full of Leaves, covered him from a-:* 
bovez and the greatneſs of the body of ir kept his Ene- 
mies from coming at his back; and upon the fore-front he i} 
-. received the Darts that were caſt againſt him with his Ta | 
ger. For though there were never ſo many that conten- I}: 
- ded with him afar off, yet durſt rhere no man come near 
ro him 3 and the boughs kepr off the Arrows and Darts as 
wellas his Target did. 

In this extremity, the greatne{ of Alexander's Fame 
chiefly foughr for him, and next of all deſperation, 1 
great encouragement for a man to dic honourably. At 
length, through the multitude of his Enemies that conti: 

-  nually flocked abour him, both his Targer was laden with | 
- ſhor, his Helmer was broken with ſtones, and his Legs 
fainted and failed under him by reaſon of his continwl 
arigve; which when his Enemies perceived, they with- 
our fear drew more near to him; of whon he received 
two with his Sword 1n ſuch ſort, that they fell dowir'dead 
at his feet: and'from that time forward none was ſo buld 
to approach fo near him, but threw Darrs, and ſhot Ar- 
rows at him afar off.

tured.co the Wall; and breaking it down with-Pick-axes, 
entered4n at the breach, making flaughrer of their Enc- 
mies, of whom few ſtood at defence, but fled away. 
There was neither man, nor woman, nor infant ſpared;

When the Indtans perceived 
he was alive, it took away the hope that ſome had conceiv- 
cd upon the falſe Report. | 

From thence he paflſed down; the Stream, leaving adi-
